He will be in Kentucky for a 
few days more and will go on a three 
months tour of Oregon and California. 
He is well worth hearing, and the peo- 
ple wherever he goes should avail 
themselves of the opportunity to liear 
his lectures. At the close of hisi lect- 
ure here, a Prohibition Alliance was 
formed, of which (). T. Wallace was 
elected president, and Robert T. Em- 
bry, treasurer. The tirst meeting of 
the Alliance will be held next Friday 
night, March 22.

A bill of far-reaching political pos- 
sibilities passed the Kentucky House 
Friday, having already apparently 
slipped through tbe Senate. The new 
act requires registration in all dties 
from tbe first to Uie fifth da«, Indo- 
sive, and every voter that registers 
must reodve a certificate of registrar 
tion. This eerttficate must be pre- 
sented to the election officers before 
voting. If the certificate is lost or de. 
stroyed a person by making affidavit 
to that effect and paying the County 
Clerk a fee of fifty ceuts may secure a 
new one. By this law, all that is nec- 
es-sary is to buy the floater's certificate 
and It will not be necessary to "run 
him off," as has lieendone in elections 
heretofore.

A Cood Idea. 

The Committee of the Citr Council, 
Judge J. 8. BoMhson and Gqpt. Hem- 
dcm, have about deeided to recommend 
that the town secure proper- apparat- 
ns and drill an artesian well to supply 
the water works system. If water, in 
sutflcient quantity can be thus found, 
it will save the town at least ten 
thousand dollars on the plant, give an 
absolutely pure water, and in many 
other ways be more satisfactory. All 
older citizens know of the famous well 
at Dr. B. F. Walter's residence, on 
Lexington street. This well supplied 
several regiments of soldiers during 
the war, and has never since been 
known to show tfce slightest signs of 
giving out or decreasing whatever^ 
There are several oth<r nevor failing 
streams in that locality, and the idea 
is to sink a well thenL This wfl^ not 
oost much, and, beside, it is a good 
plan torldE aevtoral k'nndred dtrilais If 
there is a poasiUlityof thereby saving 
ten or twelve thou^nd. Work will 
be commenced in a short time, and, as 
Mr. Jerry Respess will soon have the 
drawings completed, definate steps 
will be soon taken toward putting in 
the system. The town should, by all 
means, own the controlling interest 
in the plant, as this has proven much 
more satisfactory everywhere it has 
baentriod.

For thrush, ineailow-lark, lii.cli, mar- 
tin, swallow, wiiocipi-cker, t'icker, ori- 
ole, red bird, tangcr. cat-bird, blue- 
bird or other song or ii;>,ectiviiri)us 
birds, the season i>. alway.-% (•l•.^^■d. ex 
cept that the biids are destructive to 
fruit or grain crops may be killed. 

No person shall any time catch, kill 
or take by means of net. trap, box or 
snare, or have in possession after hav- 
ing so caught, killed or taken, quail,

No person shall rob or destroy the 
nests or eggs of any Irfrds whatsoever, 
save only those of predatory nature, 
and destructive of other birds or 
fowls. 

Penalties for violations of tines of 
from $5 to $25 for each olTeiise, and it 
is also made an otTense of equal gravi- 
ty to pursuit protected birds with in- 
tent tu kill, or to have tliem in posses- 
sion (lead or alive. 

The pn^>,r>si( ii of any <^f Lin- animals 
or thirds intended to h.' protected by 
law within the {leriods for wiiich iheir 
killing or pursuit is proliiljited shall 
be prima facie evidence that the .said 
r bird was unlawfully caught 
or killed, and the possession thereof 
unlawful. 

Any person exposing for sale any of 
the animals w birds intended to be 
protected by law within the periods 
for which the kilUng therectf is hereby 
prohibited shall, for each animal or 
bird so exposed for sale, be subject to 
the same penalty as provided for the 
unlawful killing or takii^ of^soch an- 
ur bird.
